more years on “Alert.” 

Testing Coordinator Harriet Boyd 
explained to board members the 
good points uncovered in the tests 
results and the weak points. 

All grades except the 11th scored 
above the national averages. The 6th 
grade scored a full 16 points above 
the national average. 

Boyd explained it is hard to mo- 
livate students on an achievement 
test when they have already passed 
the graduation exam and the tests 
have little relevance to college re- 
quirements, 

She said that even though the 
11th grade scores were low, she is 
reminded that 95% of these students 
passed the graduation exam on the 
first try. 

Mrs. Boyd compared the Elba 
students with “our cluster” or group 
of schools with about the same ec- 
onomic background and other fac- 
tors which can influence learning. 

That comparison showed grades 
3, 4, 5 and 6 above the average. 
Grades 7 and 8 were one point be- 
low the average while 9 and 10 were 
above. Again, grade 11 was below 
average, this time by four points.

Boyd said she was pleased, but 
not satisfied with the tests results. 
“In some sub-test areas, I am really 
pleased,” she added. 

In the sub-areas, Boyd reported 
Elba students all scored above aver- 
age on language, language mechan- 
ics and science, 

“We are really proud of our re- 
sults in science and math and we did 
really good in language,” Boyd said. 

A weak spot in the Elba students 
was reading comprehension, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Boyd, “but we are 
going to work on that.” 

All except the seventh grade 
scored above the national average on 
social science. It was explained that 
the state department is working to 
better align the course of study, to 
correct this statewide problem. 

On “Total Battery”, grades one 
through eight scored above the na- 
tional average. 

Elba gave the tests to first and 
second graders, even though the 
state didn’t require it. Boyd said 
these tests results will be used to get 
a better picture of how the students 
are progressing throughout their 
school career,

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Elba council approves ball park work

On Monday night the Elba City 
Council hurriedly, and unanimously 
approved a request from youth base- 
ball coaches to spend $12,250.00 to 
upgrade the baseball fields before 
the 1997 season ... with Light and 
Water Board funding. At the same 
time they tumed down an ordinance 
by Council member Earl McCol- 
lough to designate another park. 

Robbie Curran and Mike Capps 
requested the council fund the cost 
of upgrading the baseball fields at 
Legion Field to the level of those in 
surrounding towns. This includes 
grassed infields, rather than the hard 
clay infields on the fields today. 

Included with the grassing is un- 
derground sprinkler pipes, a special 
lawn mower to properly cut the new 
grass and new six foot fencing to 
completely enclose the fields, thus 
keeping people off them when not in 
use. At the same time adjustments 
would be made to reduce one field to 
accommodate 13 and 14 year old 
Dixie Boys leagues. 

Capps explained that action must 
be taken soon to insure the grass is 
properly rooted before ball season 
Starts next year. 

Both coaches said grass infields 
are safer for the participants, as balls 
on the clay surface move much fast- 
er, 

Mayor Ricky Haywood rec- 
ommended approval of the improve- 
ments and asking the Water and 
Electric Board to fund the work. 

The proposal includes $3,000 for 
automatic irrigation system; $3,000 
for grassing the infields; $2,250 for 


new fencing and $4,000 for a special 
mower to cut the new Tifton 419 
Bermuda grass. 

Capps said coaches and parents 
would be assisting city employees 
with the work, thus saving several 
thousand dollars additional costs. 

Recreation Director Ricky Mularz 
said there would be added work as 
well as additional ongoing cost to 
maintaining the grass infields, but he 
felt his present staff could handle the 
work. 

Haywood noted the utility had re- 
cently received a $250,000 windfall 
from their electric wholesaler, Al- 
abama Electric Co-op and this could 
be used to upgrade the ball fields. 

The background on the money, 
according to Elba Clipper records, is 
that for several years the local utility 
paid a required fuel adjustment 
charge to the wholesaler without 
adding it to the utility bills of Elba 
users. When fuel prices stabilized 
and settled back down, the charge 
was eliminated but the additional 
funds already collected werc held in 
a special fund until recently when 
they were refunded to those who 
paid them. The utility has made no 
decision on use of the money, but 
members have indicated they wanted 
to see a number of improvements in 
both water and electric service to 
Elba citizens. 

The council approved the request, 
pending approval of the Water and 
Electric Board. 

Three members of the city coun- 
cil are also members of the water 
and electric board. These three mem- 
bers agreed to suggest a special 
meeting of the Water and Electric

On June 25, the referendum to es- 
tablish a county-wide E-911 was 
passed by county voters, Monday, 
commissioners passed a resolution 
establishing an Emergency Commu- 
nications Board. 

It will be the responsibility of this 
board to implement the E-911 sys- 
tem and govern the affairs of the 
Emergency Communications District 
(Coffee County) in accordance with 
state law, 

According io the resolution, 
membership of the board will consist 
of one members appointed by the 
mayor of each of the incorporated 
cities and towns in the county, and 
three members appointed by the 
chairman of the Coffee County 
Commission. 

Chairman Robert Stephens, with 
the approval of the other commis- 
sioners, made the county appoint- 
ments after passage of the resolution. 
They are: Charles Webb - 4 year 
term, Gloria Webb - 3 year term, and 
R. P. Flowers - 2 year term. 

The remainder of the appoint- 
ments were made by the municipali- 
ties. They are as follows: Elba - Wil- 
liam (Lloyd) Driggers to a 2 year 
term, Enterprise - Robert Hooks, Jr. 


James Brown to a 3 year term, and 
Kinston - Gladys Martin to a 4 year 
term, 

Charles Webb, Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency 
Director, commented that the stag- 
gered terms of appointment were de- 
termined by random drawing. Subse- 
quent appointments will all be for 
four year terms, 

Selecting answering points and 

how and by whom calls will be an- 
swered will be one of the board's 
first priorities, Another will be estab- 
lishing accurate addresses for each 
household and business within the 
county, 
The board has 36 months to have 
the county-wide E-911 system in op- 
eration from the time the telephone 
company begins collecting the fee. If 
it is not in operation within the allot- 
ted time, the money will be refunded 
to the citizens, 

Turning to other matters, Chair- 
man Stephens presented a request 
from Joe Sawyer, the attorney who 
handled the lawsuit conceming the 
Enterprise Courthouse, for payment 
of fees totaling $12,268.44 ($10,000 
fee and $2,268.44 in expenses). 

The lawsuit was filed under the 
Americans With Disabilities Act. lt 
contended that the courthouse in En- 
lerprise did not meet the standards 
set forth in the act.

This table was 
placed for the officers, family mem- 
bers, and friends of the fallen offi- 
cers to place flowers, cards, and me- 
morabilia. 

July 24 through July 31 has been 
designated by Elba Mayor Ricky 
Haywood as Elba Law Enforcement 
Memorial Week. The city council 
also voted to ask the Alabama Leg- 
islature to name the stretch of road- 
yay on Hwy. 189 North, from the 
203 Bypass to the city limits, in the 
memory of Officer Gay, as was 
done with Herman Driggers Drive. 

The officers asked that the mem- 
ories of these two fallen officers not 
be forgotten for they made the ulti- 
mate sacrifice by giving their lives 
to save others, 


Sheriff Tillman remembered

A part of Coffee County’s history 
- at least living history - was lost 
with the death of Sheriff H. D. Till- 
man. Hedied on Tuesday, July 16, 
1996, 

Although Mr, Tillman had retired 
from law enforcement, he was still 
called “Sheriff” by almost all, if not 
all, who knew him, 


H. D. Tillman was Coffee — 


County's highest ranking law en- 
forcement officer for 24 years. He 
retired from the office of sheriff in 
1972, 

There are many colorfulstories 
that could be told about the late sher- 
iff; however, the ones who could 
best tell those stories are alos gone, 

Sheriff Tillman was an outdoors 
man and loved horses. At the age of 
91, he was still very active. He loved 
to ride and tend to his horses. In fact, 
just prior to his death, the Sheriff 
had fallen and fractured his hipand 
shoulder while attending to one of 
his horses. 

He died in a Dothan hospital 
while recovering from his injuries, 

Sheriff Tillman was highly re- 
spected by his peers, and was hon- 
ored when the new Coffee County 
Jail, constructed in New Brockton, 
was named for him along with the 
late Sheriff Neil Grantham. 

For many years Sheriff Tillman 
lived in the jail which was located in 
Elba and was not abandoned until 
the March 1990 flood. 

Back in those days the Sheriff 
also had another love - tacking 
dogs. Sheriff Tillman's dogs were 
known far and wide for their track- 
ing ability, and were often called 
upon to assist in copmaring encagets. 

He would regularly the dogs, 
which were kept at the jail, on train- 
ing exercises using jail trustees as 
“escapees.” 

Sheriff Tillman will long be re- 
membered by Coffee Countians for 
his service to his fellowman. Al-

ATM SURCHARGES: THE PRICE OF CONVENIENCE 


Recently, the Senate Banking 
Committee, on which I serve, con- 
sidered the issue of forced elimina- 
tion of Automated Teller Machine 
(ATM) surcharges, While sometimes 
I object to issues in principle, and 
other times I object in practice, on this 
issue T object on both grounds. 

In principle, I do not believe the 
federal government should 
micromanage any private business. 
The federal government cannot bal- 
ance its own budget, much less man- 
age the business of private individu- 
als, In practice, some banks actually 
lose money by offering ATMs even 
when charging a surcharge. If we ban 
ATM surcharges, banks will have to 
close down service to some of the 
most needed ATMs. I believe this 
forced elimination of ATM sur- 
charges is a form of price control, and 
price controls have the perverse ef- 
fect of causing shortages. The gas 
lines of the seventies exemplify the 
effects of price controls and should 
not soon be forgotten. 

The real question on this issue 
is “how much is an individual will- 
ing to pay for convenience?” There 
is clearly a price on convenience and 


that price is different for everybody. 
While I know how much I value con- 
venience, I do not know how much 
my colleagues, or individual Ameri- 
cans value convenience 

Take for instance a married 
couple. In this case, the wife is very 
frugal and makes a concerted effort 
to use ATMs only where she is not 
charged a surcharge. The care-free 
husband, on the other hand, enjoys 
the luxuries of tech- nology and is 
willing to pay a surcharge for the con- 
venience ATMs provide. With ATMs 
virtually everywhere, the husband 
does not have to do all his banking 
during his lunch hour, or find time to 
run to the bank before leaving on a 
trip. Since he can go to an ATM at 
the airport, or at his destination, the 
husband has the luxury of not wast- 
ing his lunch hour in line at the bank. 
That is, he has a choice of what bank- 
ing services he will use, where he will 
use them and when he will use them. 

Capital investment and techno- 
logical advancements have allowed 
banking consumers unprecedented 
luxuries and freedom. If there was 
some evidence banks were colluding 
in order to gouge the consumer, I

would be the first one to call the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to investigate 
such practices. However, I do not 
believe there is any evidence of this, 
Given the fact that a husband and 
wife can find banks that charge ATM 
surcharges and banks that do not, I 
really do not see the need for federal 
intervention. 

If the market is any indicator, 
and we know that it is, the demand 
for ATMs is not waning. At an an- 
nual growth rate of almost 12 per- 
cent, ATMs are clearly in demand. 
If consumers are really opposed to 
surcharges why do they keep using 
and demanding access to more and 
more ATMs? Obviously the consum- 
ers do not view the surcharge as a 
deterrent, but as the price of conve- 
nience, The consumer is free to 
choose his or her banking service, 
and, obviously, many consumers are 
willing to pay the current price for 
the convenience of an ATM. 

Over the centuries, no one has 
figured out how to repeal the law of 
supply and demand. Until we do, we 
can ban ATM surcharges, but the 
consumer will ultimately bear the 
cost.

Chief executive officers of three

Lizards are helpful 


part of landscape 


County Agent 


Lizards cat insects that many peo- 

ple find pesky and can be a valuable 

of the wildlife living in your 
dscape. 

_ Alabama is home to 13 species of 
lizards. None are poisonous, but 
some may bite if you pick them up. 
Rock walls and rock mulches pro- 
vide a good habitat for the small rep- 
tiles, Lizards eat a variety of insects, 
including cockroaches and grasshop- 
pers, 

Four species are most common 
around Alabama homes. The Eastern 
fence lizard has salt-and-pepper gray 
— It is rather broad and sca- 


y- 

Many of us call the green anole a 
chameleon. The slime anole has a 
limited ability to change its colors. 
The male has a red pouch under its 
lower jaw. It may display the pouch 
as a part of mating behavior or as z 
territorial display. 

The five-lined skink is a slender 


lizard with blue and black stripes 
running the length of its body. Some 
people call this type of lizand a scor- 
pion. Skinks are not poisonous and 
are not related to real scorpions, 
which belong to the same family as 
spiders. 

The broad-headed skink is the last 
of the common lizard species in Ala- 
bama. It has a wide head and a 
brown body. Males have a reddish- 
colored head, 

You can do several things to help 
the lizards who may be living, around 
your landscape. First, don’t tremen- 
dously reduce the insect ulation, 
Lizards eat insects and can help you 
reduce the insect population natural- 
ly. If you must use a pesticide, ar My 
according to label instructions, and 
don’t spray areas where lizards live. 
Finally, provide places for them to 
live. In addition to rock walls, liz- 
ards are at home in shrubs and 
ground covers, 


Food safety tips recommended 
for the supermarket

Busy sis Je love the convenience 
of supermarkets that have delis, bak- 
eries, seafood, and service meat de- 
partments. But people should be 
careful when purchasing food from 
these departments, Consumers 
should follow a few guidelines to 
make sure they get food as free of 
foodborne pathogens as possible. 
First, look the food preparation 
and display areas over. should 
be clean. In the deli, check the slicer. 
It should be clean and not have por- 
tions yo amine ng cut foods sticki 
to it. The clerk should use a clean 
utensil to remove food from its con- 
tainer to fill your order. The clerk 
should wash his hands or put on 
og gloves before handling 


Cold foods, raw meats, and sea- 
food should be in refrigerated cool- 
ers or freezers; hot foods should be 
on steam tables. Do not buy raw 
meats, seafood, or cooked foods that 
are sitting out on counters. Bacteria 
grow well at room temperatures. 


_ Heat kills bacteria while cold tem- 
_ peratures inhibit bacteria’s growth. 


Make sure whoever is helping 
you doesn’t move from one type of 
food to another without washing his 
hands or putting on fresh gloves. 
Cross contamination can infect food 
with bacteria not normally found in 
that type of food. For example. if 
the seafood clerk filled your order

Suggestions for controlling 
woody brush in pastures

There are several chemicals that 
can be used to control woody, stub- 
born brush in and around pastures. 
In the last several weeks we have 
had a number of calls related to con- 
trolling blackberries small trees, wil- 
lows, anJ other types of small ag- 
gravating brush that can grow in 
south Alabama pastures. 

Crossbow is one that can 
be used and is labeled for control- 
ling woody weeds. The rate is 1 1/2 

8 per acre, and it is labeled for 
established ial grass pastures 
and hay fields. Crossbow will get a 
number of annual and perrenial 
broadleaf weed when applied in the 
Spring or early summer. Woody 
weeds such as blackberry, willow, 
small oaks, sumac, and others, can 
be vontrofled by spot treatment us- 
ing @ 1 1/2% solution or 1 1/2 gal- 
lons to 100 gallons spray. 

, Another product that is haga 
of perennial grass pastures and ha 
ficlas that are well established v4 
called Remedy. The going rate is 2 
pints per acre, Tt is very similar to 
Crossbow except it doesn’t have the 
2,4-D mixed in with the triclopyr. 
Remedy, much like Crossbow, pro- 
vides contro] of many woody ts 
such as serosa | and others such 
as ‘herbaceous broadleaf weeds. 
‘When using Remedy, make the ap- 
lication using 10 gallons spray so- 
ution iper acre when target weeds 
are aclively growing. If you so de- 
sire, you can mix Remedy with 2,4- 
D ester/amine for control of difficult 
wi 


One other product that can be 
used, not as a broadcast spray bul as 
3 7% treatment for stubborn shrivbs 
and weeds, is Roundup, Roundup 
will control many weeds and woody 
brush when ied as 4 spol treat- 
ment spray. If you have a solid acre 
of woody brush, it will take any- 
where from one quart to five quarts 
of Roundup to control it, Using 2 
spray mixture much like you would 
for Crossbow of 1 1/2% on a spot 
treatment. will work on wood 
brush. The only problem wi 
Roundup is whatever you spray will 
be negatively afvecien. Rabid is 
not a selective herbicide. It is de- 
signed to have some detrimental ef- 
fect on any growing plant, therefore, 
it will kill your grass. 

There are several ways 10 ap- 
proach handling woody brush, One 
is 10 spray the tree as i is or bush- 
hog what you can or knock down 
what you can, wait until it sprouts 
out, and then control it. Also, some- 
thing important to remember iin con- 
trolling woody brush is an on-going 
process until you get i under con- 
trol. Many times one spraying wil 
not do it. You have to continue to 
spray to get these weeds under con- 
trol, 


Another reminder is always read 
the label before you spray and apply 
the chemical according to the label. 
Observe all restrictions and warn- 
ings.
